Revolution. 
While the rest of Moscow dined 
and danced, Khrushchev proposed 
a series of eight toasts with va­ 
rious of the 2,000 guests in the 
K rem lin's great St. George’s Hall 
W inking 
glasses with 
U.S. 
Am­ 
bassador Llewellyn Thompson and 
West G erm an A m bassador Hans 
Kroll, the Soviet prem ier drank 
“ to friendship of all peoples, to 
Europe, to the United States, to

peace and friendship." 
“ Our

shold 
allow 
peace 
and 
friendship 
in 
the 
w orld,” he continued. “ Raise your 
glasses and drink for peace and 
friendship." 
They joined him in the toast. 
Acting as if he were sitting on

of the 
world, 
K hrushchev's 
toasts ranged from world peace 
to the city of Moscow for arrang 
mg the anniversary parade ear­ 
lier Monday through Red Square

Two could not walk without 
assistance.” 


YET IN NONE OF these 16 in­ 
stances was the blood alcohol lev­ 
el sufficiently high “ to i m p a i r 
automobile driving ability, accord­ 
ing to a num ber of U.S. 
court 
decisions.” 


W'hen questioned later, 18 volun­ 
teers judged that “ they wo u I d 
have been most unsafe as drivers 
in the combined drug condition” 
as a result of a “ don’t c are ” atti­ 
tude or sleepiness. 


I doubt that there’s any need for 
me to point out the im portance of 
the Texas and Indiana work to 
tnose of us who drive cars for 
business or pleasure. Safety groups 
advise us to “drink or drive but 
not both.” 


TO THIS we m ust add: “ Keep 
the tranquilized 
out 
of 
traffic” 
and “ Suspend or revoke the li­ 
censes of the tranquilized 
w h o 
drink and of drinkers who 
take 
tranquilizers.” 


P ostscript: Perhaps I shouldn’t 
mention it but the journal in which 
these articles appeared also car­ 
ried a full page ad for one of the 
above - mentioned 
tranquilizers 
whose “ original developm ent” was 
hailed by the copyw riter as “ an 
advance in safety.”

While many men would natural­ 
ly wish to serve their country in 
any capacity that would be help­ 
ful. they would not wish to gain 
the presidency at the cost of a 
less of self-respect or at the price

wouldn't want to have any part of 
the current type of presidential 
campaign ad the kind of appeal 
which supposedly must be made 
to gain votes 
There are, of course, those can­ 
didates 
who will 
say anything, 
promise anything, do anything to 
win an election whether it is in 
local or national politics. 
The word "politician” has come 
to be used to describe a person who 
is adroit, ingenious, tricky 
and 
ambiguous—one who can promise 
all things to all people. 
It was Ralph Waldo Emerson 
who, in his famous “Essay on Pol­ 
itics'' written more than 103 years 
ago. said: 
"What satire on government can 
equal the severity of censure con­ 
veyed in the word 'politic' which 
now for ages Ijas signified ‘cun­ 
ning.’ intimating that the state is 
a trick?" 


IS THE POLITICIAN the only 
one at fault? He could not succeed 
in winning ejections unless, after 
sizing up his constituency, he came 
to the conclusion that the people 
could be fooled. 
There is scant comfort in Lin­ 
coln's famous epigram that: "You 
can fool all the people some of the 
time, and some of the people all 
the time, but you cannot fool all 
the peope all of the time." 
Why should the people be fooled 
at any time? Are they so gullible? 
Don't they understand the simple 
facts of government? 
Ixing after this campaign is over 
there will be discussion of many 
of the stunts and the maneuvers 
that were not necessarily designed 
to fool the people but which never­ 
theless did so. Instances in varying 
degrees of misrepresentation and 
demagoguery can be found on both 
s;des but there is one incident that 
stands out as an xampl of how 
far the saying that "politics is 
politics” has caused us to veer 
from our moorings.

Than Winning Elections 


The discussion was about med­ 
ical care for the age—a proper 
issue, of course. It seems that the 
man had broken his hip last Febru­ 
ary in an accident and that the 
total medical bill was $619.60. Sen. 
Kennedy deplored this in the tele­ 
vision broadcast and gave the im­ 
pression to millions of people in 
the audience that the retired man 
had to pay it all. 


BEFORE THE SHOW was to be 
taped for broadcasting, the elder­ 
ly man told Mr. Kennedy that he 
had 
the 
protection 
of 
B l u e 
Cross and Blue Shield but the Mas­ 
sachusetts senator is reported to 
have remarked. "We w'ill not say 
anything about that now.” 
Whether this comment was made 
is of secondary importance but a 
sworn affidavit by 
Dr. 
Howard 
Schriver, former president of the 
Academy of Medicine in Cincinnati 
Ohio, says the elderly man told it 
to him in those very words. 
Also, the affidavit says protec­ 
tion by Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
h id been provided that the major 
part of the medical bill was thus 
covered, and the man who broke 
hi.' hip had to pay the relatively 
small balance of $146. 
He would have paid only $63 if 
he had not chosen a semiprivate 
room at the hospital but he was 
able to afford it. 
Now what is important is that 
this story was widely publi.-hed 
last week but not a word of com­ 
ment about it in reply has comp 
as yet from Sen. Kennedy, who 
at this writing is confidently ex 
peeled by many people to become 
the president of the United States 
Was he himself misled by pub­ 
licity men or showmen in his cam­ 
paign w'ho thought that anything 
goes in politics? 
Why was the same show repeated 
on television by the Kennedy cam­ 
paign managers despite the crit­ 
icism’ 
Many people 
will 
shrug their 
shoulders and brush off that inci­ 
dent as not im portant and will 
rationalize that that s the way to 
get votes and that "all s fair in 
politics." 


BUT IS IT? There has been much 
talk about the so-called "religious 
issue" in the current campaign. 
There is one kind of religious Is­ 
sue which unfortunately has not 
been 
sufficiently 
discussed 
or 
emphasized. It's the importance of 
religious beliefs and religious prac­ 
tice. 
Maybe 
the 
preachers 
should 
have taken more of a part in our 
campaigns. Maybe they have fail­ 
ed to make their parishioners, in­ 
cluding those who are in politics, 
realize that the rules of simple 
honesty are more important than 
winning elections. 
There can be no better quotation 
to fit the whole sorry business ot 
politics than that which we find 
in the scriptures: "W hat is a man 
profited, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” 


Credit System Pitfalls

The American 
credit 
system, 
says Sen. Paul H Douglas 
D-I1U, 
is a mysterious wildernes in which 
there are many pitfalls for the un­ 
wary consumer. 
He has been exploring this wil­ 
derness. 
The senator has proposed legis­ 
lation which he savs would help 
right the wrongs he has found. 
It would require agencies extend­ 
ing credit to d.sdose the finance 
charges, 
Doug as discussed the pitfalls of 
the credit system recently when 
the Senate Subcommittee on Pro­ 
duction and Stabilization was in 
Chicago 
recently conducting 
a 
hearing on his legislation. 
He cited some statistics: At the 
end of 1959 Americans were in 
debt 183 billion dollars — some 131 
bill on dollars of this in mortgages 
and 52 million in consumer credit. 
By the end of this year, consumers 
will be entangled in an estimated 
200 billion dollar credit web. 


DURING 1959, 88 per cent of 
the bankruptcies 
in 
the 
Unted 
States were family bankruptcies. 
Sen. Douglas said he and b s 
supporters are not opposed to con­ 
sumer credit. “ But we do say that 
the buyers and borrowers are en­ 
titled to know how much they are 
paying for the credit." he sa d. 
Douglas has found that interest 
rates as high as IOO to 160 per 
cent a year are being paid by 
many consumers Many are n o t 
aware of the add-on charges and 
camouflaged terms in the contract. 
“Instead of telling the customer 
what he has to pay. he's told only 
what he pays a month and how’ 
many months he must pay it." he 
said.

"Then there is the basing of the 
interest debt on the original in­ 
debtedness, In this the customer 
continues to pay the same rate tor 
the origia'. sum instead of what 
he owes.

"Abuses in recent months show 
that a buyer is loaded down with 
additional charges, a form of dis­ 
count and de .uctions for various 
services. 


"THE TESTIMONY at the hear­ 
ing has d:sclosed that in auto fi­ 
nancing for used cars there is a 
volume of cases when a man bou­ 
ght an automobile and found out 
later he also bought life insurance. 
"The rates are heavy. And not 
only is he buying life insurance 
against his will or knowledge but 
also accident insurance. 
"Service charges — here there 
has been a big source of abuse. 
These accumulations 
of 
finance 
charges, which are often in exct s 
of the interest rates, place 
burd­ 
en on the purchaser. 
"We are making a study of in­ 
dividual cases. We find that the 
consumer in many cases is paying 
as much as 140 per cent on the 
unpaid balance by computing int­ 
erest on a monthly bails," he said. 
Douglas said ne is not anxious 
to have the national government 
take over supervision of finance 
from the states 
But he pointed out that 19 s 'ates 
do not have laws in the personal 
loan area 
"Our analvis shows that the 31 
remaining states do not have laws 
that are effective,-’ he aid. "In 
31 states no laws deal with m er­ 
chandise other than 
an a u t o * 
mobile.”

SAN JOSE. Calif (AP) - The 
already staggering collegiate box­ 
ing program took another body 
blow with the announcement that 
San Jose State, the NCAA cham­ 
pion the past three years, won’t 
compete in the sport this season. 
Athletic Director Walt McPher­ 
son Monday blamed lack of com­ 
petition. 
“Since

straight championship last spring, 
Wisconsin and Sacramento State 
have given up the sport,” he said. 
In recent years we have engaged 
these schools in dual meets at 
least twice each 
season. 
When 
they dropped out, we found that 
there were not enough schools re­ 
maining who compete in boxing 
on a major basis to give us a 
schedule.” 
College boxing has been near 
collapse in recent years. Wiscon­ 
sin’s faculty voted last May 9 to 
give up the sport. Its action fol­ 
lowed less than a month the death 
of Charles Mohr of the Wisconsin 
(cam who suffered a brain injury 
in an NCAA title bout with San 
Jose's Stu Bartell on April 9. 
McPherson said the San Jose 
athletic department still believes 
boxing is “an excellent sport as 
conducted on our campus and that 
it has a definite place in our 
physical education program.”
